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INTRODUCTION 
DISEASE CLASSIFICATION FOR STATISTICAL PURPOSES 


The orderly tabulation of data on the causes of death in different 
places and in various time periods has been encouraged, fostered, and 
made at least roughly comparable by the existence of a suitable list 
of important causes of death and. a complete alphabetical index to 
assist the diagnosis coder to secure uniformity in the on of 
diagnostic statements to the various rubrics of the list. 

Morbidity is far less definite than mortality. The occurrence of 
death is a definite event and the number of such events can be counted. 
An illness, on the other hand, varies from a minor deviation from 
normal health which does not interfere with the performance of regu- 
lar duties and activities, to the bed or institutional chronic case 
which calls for bedside or custodial care for an indefinite period with 

an eventual fatal ending. 

In both mortality and morbidity the assigned cause or diagnosis of 
the illness is a matter that often deviates rather widely from the 
true situation. However, progress toward accuracy in diagnosis can 
be fostered by the assembly and comparison of statistics on the re- 
ported causes of illness. A primary requisite is a diagnosis list that 
is short enough for statistical purposes and that has an alphabetical 
index that will assist a reasonably intelligent diagnosis coder to assign 
diagnostic statements to the various categories of the list as accurately 
as is possible from the stated causes of illness. Without a coding 
manual of this kind it is impossible for different coders to obtain uni- 
formity in the assignment of specific diagnoses to the categories of a 
morbidity code. | 

In the field of mortality the International List of Causes of Death 
and the United States Census Manual based on that list have provided 
the tools for classifying causes of death for statistical tabulations 
in States, counties, cities, and villages. It is hoped that the List for 
Tabulating Morbidity Statistics and the manual which accompanies 
it will serve in the field of the causes of illness the same functions 
which have been served in the field of mortality by the United States 
Census Manual of the International List of Causes of Death. While 
States, counties, and cities have morbidity data on only a limited 
number of communicable diseases, this morbidity manual should be 
useful for hospital and clinic annual and special reports, plans pro- 
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viding hospital, clinic, and other medical care on a prepaid or insur- 
ance basis, and studies and surveys of general morbidity and medical 
care. 

It should be crabnasied that a morbidity code and alphabetical in- 
dex of this kind will not take the place of or conflict with any nomen- 
clature which may be in use in an institution. The function of a 
nomenclature is to train the physician to use the clearest and most 
acceptable diagnostic terms to describe a particular clinical case; the 
function of this coding manual is to aid a capable diagnosis coder 
or record librarian, with occasional medical advice, to assign the terms 
and disease names used by the attending physician to the proper 
category in the list for the purpose of statistical tabulations. The 
better the nomenclature the more accurate will be the assignment of 
diagnoses for statistical purposes, but with a complete index to the 
code the manual will be usable in connection with any nomenclature. 
Many hospital and medical care plans which need a morbidity diag- 
nosis code of this kind have no control over nomenclature and must 
accept diagnostic terms from a great variety of physicians and hos- 
pitals using different nomenclatures. To meet all coding needs it 
“has been necessary to include in this morbidity index many ill-defined 
and undesirable terms to indicate to the diagnosis coder where the case . 
should be assigned even when it goes to an ill-defined rubric. There- 
fore, the presence of a term in this manual should never be taken as 
any sanction of its usage in medical terminology. No organization 
should attempt to make this morbidity manual serve as a nomenclature 
any more than the United States Census Manual for Coding Causes 
of Death. 

The morbidity list is really composed of a reasonably short list and 
a detailed list. In the 8-digit numbering system, the first 2 of 
the 3 digits designate important or summary categories and the 
third digit subdivides these into more specific groups. Thus 01 as the 
first 2 digits of the code represents a group of common communi- 
cable diseases of childhood, while the third digit subdivides these into 
seven specific diseases. Similarly, 03 represents nonrespiratory tuber- 
culosis, while the third digit separates these cases into tuberculosis of 
10 specific sites or types. Of the total of 91 categories in the abridged 
(2-digit) list, 80 are devoted to diseases, 10 to the nature of current 
injuries and poisonings, and 1 to conditions without sickness; 4 other 
numbers constitute a duplicate set-up for circumstances of accitlants: 
Of the 516 categories in the detailed (3- digit) list, 409 are devoted 
to diseases, 99 to the nature and site of current injuries and poisonings, 
and 8 to conditions without sickness; 22 other numbers make up a 
duplicate set-up for circumstances of accidents. The diagnosis cate- 
gories included were selected as: (a) Those that occur with consider- 
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able frequency in hospital, clinic, survey, and other morbidity data, 
(6) those that could be diagnosed with reasonable accuracy and would 
thus be codeable from available records, and (c) a few categories of 
small frequency but of general interest from various viewpoints. 

This diagnosis list is deemed suitable for morbidity tabulations by 
hospitals and clinics and for sickness surveys to provide a general 
statement of the frequency of various types of illness. Although some 
classes of diseases are shown in considerable detail, it was considered 
impossible in a list adapted to general use to provide all of the detail 
that would be desirable in special studies of particular diseases. To 
make this general list ‘suitable for such studies, it will be found neces- 
sary to subdivide the diagnosis categories pertaining to the particular 
specialty under consideration. There are three ways in which the 
present list can be expanded: (a) The rubrics in this list have. been 
numbered in a way to leave unused numbers at frequent intervals, 
(6) the code has not employed the symbols X and V (except V as the 
first digit in the supplementary code, p. 49) which are frequently used 
to supplement the digits, particularly on punchcards, (c) the code 
may be expanded by introducing subdivisions of any present code 
number to be designated by a letter or preferably a decimal. 

The arrangement and order of the diseases in this list of the Causes 
of Morbidity follow closely that of the International List of Causes of 
Death. Some rare diseases that have separate numbers in the Interna- 
tional Death List are here combined with “other disease” categories; 
for example, plague and anthrax are coded with “other infectious 
- diseases.” A few diseases have been put in different sections from 
their place in the International List, to conform to the most recent 
information about them. Thus, Hodgkin’s disease and leukemia have 
been put with neoplasms. The places of other diseases have been 
changed because as causes of morbidity they more nearly resemble 
other disease categories; thus, influenza, tonsillitis, and other diseases 
of the pharynx appear among the upper respiratory infections; 
arthritis appears with other joint and bone diseases; and hypertensive 
cardiovascular-renal diseases appear with heart diseases. A few in- 
definite but commonly reported symptomatic diagnoses have been 
given separate numbers in an ill-defined group. Throughout the list 
the categories which have been assigned separate numbers are gen- 
erally the ones that occur frequently as sickness diagnoses; thus, the 
respiratory diseases which are frequent as causes of illness have more 
numbers in this morbidity code than in the mortality code. 

Accidental injuries are classified in a way better suited to the many 
nonfatal cases that occur in morbidity coding. Persons interested 
in the nature of injury can obtain from this code such data as 
the number of burns, foreign body injuries, simple and compound 
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fractures, joint injuries, lacerations, superficial injuries, and other 
injuries, with each of these categories classified by anatomical site. 
Likewise, those interested in the prevention of accidents can obtain 
from the duplicate set-up data on the circumstances of the accident 
insofar as that information is available in the original record. 
- The above deviations from the International List of Causes of 
Death have been made to provide a list more suitable for tabulating the 
causes of morbidity. However, by those very changes the morbidity 
list becomes less suitable for tabulating causes of death and is not 
intended for that purpose except as fatal cases of illness are tabulated 
along with nonfatal cases; to obtain any idea of case fatality it is 
necessary to classify both types of cases according to the same code. 
But it is possible to obtain reasonably accurate corresponderice between 
the morbidity and the mortality lists by combining some of the cate- 
gories into broader diagnosis groups. | 

Terms included in the alphabetical index are a collection of those 
in actual use in hospitals and clinics, on death certificates, in sickness 
surveys, and in certain nomenclatures. Specifically, the index in- 
cludes terms appearing in the Census Bureau Manual of the Inter- 
national List of Causes of Déath,' terms collected in a long experience 
of cross-indexing and tabulating diagnoses at the Mayo Clinic, ? * and 
at the Johns Hopkins Hospital,* and terms appearing in the Cana- 
dian Morbidity Manual,> Standard Classified Nomenclature of 
' Disease,® the United States Army,’ Navy,’ Public Health Service,’ 
and the Veterans’ Administration® disease nomenclatures, and other 
miscellaneous sources. 

This diagnosis list for morbidity tabulations was originally pub- 
lished in tentative form by the Surgeon General of the United States 
Public Health Service and the Director of the United States Bureau

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of ‘the Census in the Public Health Reports for August 30, 1940.?° 
The form of the present code includes such revisions as have seemed 
appropriate in the course of the preparation of the index. Aside 
from a new set-up for accidental injuries and the inclusion of more 
detail on mental diseases, the revisions are minor. A detailed list 
of the changes is included in Appendix II, p. 479. 

The code was arranged by a committee of consultants appointed 
by the Surgeon General to work with the Public Health Service 
and the Bureau of the Census in setting up a suitable morbidity 
diagnosis list. The most active of the officers and consultants were:

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NATURE OF CLASSIFICATION BY MORBIDITY CODE 


Since this morbidity list follows the general order of causes of 
death in the International List (Fifth Revision, 1938), it represents 
. the same general principles of classifying as used in that code, — 
namely : 

(a) Specific infectious diseases generally recognized as communi- 
cable are listed in a section on infectious diseases. Two important 
exceptions to this principle exist: influenza, tonsillitis, septic sore 
throat, and pneumonia are left with coryza, colds, bronchitis, laryn- 
gitis, and other respiratory diseases; certain infectious diseases of 
the skin are left with skin diseases. 

(b) Acute injuries are classified according to the nature of the in- 
jury with a supplementary code for circumstances of the accident. 
Acute poisonings are classified according to the toxic substance in- 
volved. Deformities and other old results of injuries and poisonings 
are classified according to the nature of the residual condition. 

(c) There are special sections for neoplasms, for delivery and other 
conditions of pregnancy and childbirth, and for congenital] malforma- 
tions and diseases peculiar to the first year of life. 

(dz) Other diseases are grouped in general according to the system or 
part of the body most severely affected. 

At present it seems impossible to follow dori atone any one prin- 
ciple in classifying the say: different kinds of diseases into a reason- 
ably short list. 

The complete list of disease categories with morbidity code pittibers 
and equivalent International List numbers is shown on pages 26-50. 
Notes and cross references are included to indicate the position of sim- 
ilar diseases that appear in other parts of the code. 

On pages 51-126 is a numerical listing of the morbidity categories 
with representative diseases that are included in each rubric. It was 
not feasible and did not seem necessary to include here every listing in 
the index since many are synonyms or otherwise unimportant and others 
appear only as a cross-index item in an alternate form. The terms 
listed as inclusions are therefore the minimum necessary to give a con- 
cept of the type of disease assigned to the given rubric. For infor- 
mation as to the category to which a specific term is assigned, refer to 
the alphabetical index. 


ADAPTATION OF CODE TO PUNCHCARD SYSTEM 


It is assumed that any puncheard for hospital, clinic, or other cases 
would carry such items as age, sex, and color of the patient; date of on- 
set of illness; date of admission; number of days of hospital care; 
number of physician calls classified as home, hospital, office, and clinic; 
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and other known facts about the case. The recommendations below 
refer solely to the recording of diagnoses on the punchcard: 


A. Leave space on each punchcard for three diagnoses (three fields 
of three columns each) and a single column to describe and classify 
the diagnoses. 


B. Make a separate punchcard for each diagnosis: 

If the illness had only one diagnosis, there would be only one punch- 
card and the second and third diagnosis fields on it would be blank. 

If the illness had two diagnoses, there would be two puncheards. On 
the first card the principal diagnosis would be in the first field and the 
contributory would be in the second field; the second punchcard would 
be practically a duplicate of the first except that the contributory cause 
would be in the first field and the principal cause in the second diag- 
nosis field. On both cards the third diagnosis field would be blank. 
Thus each of the two diagnoses would appear in the first field of one 
and only one punchcard. 

If the illness had three diagnoses there would be three punchcards. 
On the first punchcard the principal diagnosis would be in the first 
diagnosis field and the two contributory causes would be in the second 
and third fields. On practically a duplicate punchcard for the same 
illness the first contributory diagnosis would be in the first field, 
the principal diagnosis in the second field, and the second contrib- 
utory in the third diagnosis field. Another duplicate punchcard would 
have the second contributory cause in the first field, the principal cause 
again in the second field, and the first contributory cause in the third 
field. When the principal cause is not in the first field, 1t would always 
. appear in the second field. Each of the three diagnoses would appear 
in the first field of one and only one punchcard. 

If there are more than three diagnoses that seem to be independent 
disease entities that are worth coding as causes contributing to this 
particular period of illness, other punchcards can be made with an 
additional diagnosis in the first field, the principal diagnosis in the 
second field, and the most important contributory cause in the third 
field. 

In mortality statistics the common practice is to tabulate only one 
cause of death for nearly all purposes. In morbidity statistics chief 
interest centers on the frequency of specific diseases, whether they are 
the major factor in the illness or are complications and sequelae. 
Thus, in pneumonia the cases that follow influenza and the acute com- 
municable diseases are of interest as well as primary pneumonia. 
Again, empyema complicating pneumonia, septicemia complicating 
trauma, and otitis media complicating pharyngitis are of interest and 
importance even though they are second in the train of circumstances 
that constitute the illness. Thus, most morbidity tabulations should

show totals for each disease category, whether principal or contribu- 
tory diagnoses. 

However, for certain purposes it may be useful to designate one 
diagnosis as the principal cause of the illness and to use this cause 
when counting total admissions to hospitals or clinics and for other 
summary tabulations. The system of a separate punchcard for each 
diagnosis involved in each illness provides a file of cards for all cases 
of each disease category in the code which can be conveniently tabu- 
lated according to age, sex, duration, or other factors, and as sole 
causes or those complicated by other diseases. 

Even though the principal cause is not used extensively, some gen- 
eral rules may be set down to secure uniformity in its selection. In 
hospital practice the principal diagnosis should be selected as the 
one which was chiefly responsible for the period of hospitalization ; 
i. e., the one that led the patient to seek hospital care. In nonhospital 
private and clinic practice, the same considerations with respect to 
the period of medical care, of inability to work, or of confinement to 
bed should govern the selection regardless of the chronological order 
of the onset of the different conditions. The following rules may be 
helpful in selecting the principal cause of the illness: 


1. Current injuries and acute poisonings are usually coded as principal causes 
except when: (a) a minor injury results from a disease, as in a fall in an apo- 
plectic or epileptic attack; (6) a Serious disease results from a minor injury, as 
tetanus or septicemia from a scratch, or pneumonia from submersion; or (c) a 
poisoning represents a reaction to therapeutic procedures, in which case the 
disease under treatment is coded as the principal cause; reactions from immuni- 
zations and other prophylactic procedures are usually sole causes. 

2. Deliveries and abortions are usually coded as principal causes and the com- 
plications as contributory. : 

3. When the diagnosis index includes a single code number for two or more 
conditions, e. g., influenza with bronchitis, consider the two as a single cause. 

4. If there are three or more female genital conditions (650-657, 660-666), 
use the single code 658—multiple pelvic diseases of the female. 

5. Drop ill-defined conditions represented by codes 780-789 if there are more 
specific diagnoses covering the case. 

6. Drop all symptoms that are not independent of other diagnoses for the case. 

7. Drop old orthopedic conditions that are not a factor in the present illness, 
e. g., drop stiff knee or absent arm for a patient admitted for appendicitis. 

8. An acute attack of a disease will usually take precedence over a background 
of mild chronic disease; e. g., grippe and chronic rheumatism are usually coded 
with grippe as the principal cause. 

9. The condition or disease most specifically associated with the period of illness 
or medical care is preferred over a prior condition that is no longer active; e. g., 
in arthritis due to tooth abscess, arthritis is usually coded as the principal cause. 

10. A specific cause is usually preferred over a symptomatic or less specific 
cause. 


C. Use the following single-digit code to describe and classify the 
diagnosis punched in the first of the three diagnosis fields on each card; 
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this column has no reference to the other diagnoses on thecard. Diag- 
nosis in first diagnosis field is: 


0—Sole diagnosis for this illness and no history of prior complications. 

1—Principal of two or more diagnoses for this illness, except as below. 

2—Principal diagnosis for this illness, but condition is a deformity or other 
old result of a former injury or poisoning, except birth injury. 

3—Principal diagnosis for this illness, but secondary to another anatomical 
site of the same disease no longer involved, or secondary to an unknown 
site. 

4—Contributory diagnosis, except as below. 

5—Contributory diagnosis which is a sequela or true complication of the 
principal diagnosis. 

6—Contributory diagnosis of which the principal diagnosis is a sequela or 
true complication. 

7—Contributory diagnosis: condition is a deformity or other old result. of 
a former injury or poisoning, except birth injury. 

8—Contributory to another disease or injury of the same kind but of a 
different anatomical site. 

9—Current, injury contributory to another type of current injury re- 
ceived in the same accident or violence. 


0, 1, 2, 3—counts illnesses or admissions. 

0, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7—counts independent diagnoses and true complications, 
exclusive of duplicate sites or types for the same disease or injury. 

0—counts cases with only one diagnosis and no history of prior complications. 

1, 2, 3—counts cases with two or more independent diagnoses or a history of 
prior complications. 

1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7—counts total independent diagnoses on cases with two or 
more independent diagnoses or with history of prior complications. 

8, 9—counts duplicate sites or conditions for same disease or accident. 

The above column is essential to separate cards of the different types 
and make counts of total admissions, total but unduplicated cases for 
broad disease groups and for all injuries, and total cases of given 
diseases and types of injuries exclusive of duplicate anatomical sites. 
In this column, all numbers except 0 (sole) and 2 and 3 will indicate 
that there are two or more diagnoses on the case; 2:and 8 may have only 
a single diagnosis because the complications refer to prior illness only. 
but they may have other complications also. 

A separate designation for “sole diagnosis” is provided because un- 
complicated cases of this kind usually average fewer days of hospital 
and other care and fewer days of confinement to bed and of inability to 
work than complicated cases of the same disease. 

When the diagnosis in the first field is the sole cause, the other fields 
will be blank; when it is the principal cause, the other fields will be 
contributory diagnoses, or will be duplicate sites or types of the same 
disease or injury, such as tuberculosis of the bone complicating pul- 
monary tuberculosis, cancer of the liver complicating cancer of the 
intestine, or laceration of the hand complicating fracture of the leg. 
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When the diagnosis in the first field is a contributory diagnosis, the one 
in the second field will always be the principal cause of the illness. 


D. Termination of the case is an important and essential item. Since 
surgery isso frequent in hospital practice, it seems important to indicate 
that item also. The following single digit code is recommended to 
record both items: 


Surgery and termination: 
Case discharged* as living: 
I—Surgery used in treatment of this diagnosis for this admission. 
2—Surgery used in treatment of a complicating diagnosis for this admission, 
but not on this diagnosis. 
3—No surgery on any diagnosis for this admission. 
Case still sick:* 
4—Surgery used in treatment of this diagnosis for this admission. 
5—Surgery used in treatment of a complicating diagnosis for this admis- 
sion, but not on this diagnosis. 
6—No surgery on any diagnosis for this admission. 
Case discharged as death: 
7—Surgery used in treatment of this diagnosis for this admission. 
8—Surgery used in treatment of a complicating diagnosis for this admission, 
but not on this diagnosis. 
9—No surgery on any diagnosis for this admission. 
For all causes (sole or principal diagnoses only): 
_ 1, 2, 4, 5, 7, 8—counts admissions in which patient was treated surgically. 
3, 6, 9—counts admissions in which treatment was nonsurgical. 
For specific diagnoses (sole, principal, or contributory): 
1, 4, 7—counts diagnoses treated surgically. 
2, 3, 5, 6, 8, J—counts diagnoses not treated surgically. 
Termination of sickness for each admission, by sole or principal dingnosis: 
. 1, 2, 3—discharged* as living. 
4, 5, 6—still sick.* 
7, 8, 9—discharged as death. 
petienifentaciy for specific diagnoses whether sole, principal, or contributory: 
1, 2, 3—discharged* as living. 
4, 5, 6—still sick.* 
7, 8, 9—discharged as death. . 


The “still sick” or not ended cases would arise in making tabulations 
of admissions or new cases during a year or other specified period, 
because some cases would be “still in the hospital,” “still under medical 
care,” or “still unable to work” at the end of the period. However, 
this designation could be used for any case whose duration in hospital 
.days or doctors’ consultations is incomplete because of discharge from 
one hospital to another or from one doctor or clinic to another. 


E. Special data about occupation may be available and desired by 
some organizations. The following single-digit code classifies current 


*If tabulating only hospital cases, ‘‘discharged” would mean discharged from the hospital, 
and “still sick’ would mean still in the hospital; if tabulating cases under medical treat- 


ment, “discharged” would mean discharged from further treatment and ‘‘still sick’? would 
mean still under treatment. 
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accidents according to place of occurrence and as occupational or non- 
occupational. If desired the same code can be applied to diseases and 
poisonings to earmark cases of chronic poisoning, tuberculosis, pneu- 
moconiosis, dermatitis, and any other diseases of occupational origin. 
Place of accident, industry involved, and whether accident or disease was of 
occupational origin: 
V—Unknown whether occupational and unknown place. 
0—Nonoccupational, at home. 
1—Nonoccupational, motor vehicle accident. 
2—Nonoccupational, other accident on street. or in public place. 
3—Occupational, clerks, salespeople, merchants, managers, and professional 
persons in all industries. 
4—Occupational, workers in manufacturing. ) 
5—Occupational, workers in transportation and public utilities. 
6—Occupational, workers in construction industry. 


7—Occupational, workers in mining, quarrying, and oil and gas well indus- 
tries. 


8—Occupational, workers in agriculture, forestry, and lumbering industries. 
9—Occupational, workers in other and unspecified industries. 

Note that these three special columns describe only the diagnosis in 
the first diagnosis field of the card; since a separate card would be 
made for each diagnosis, every diagnosis would appear in the first 
field of one and only one card. The other two diagnoses put on the 
card would never be used for counting cases or counting diagnoses of 
a given kind; the causes punched in the second and third diagnosis 
fields would be used only to relate one diagnosis to another on the same 
admission or case of illness. 


METHODS OF LISTING IN ALPHABETICAL INDEX 


This section explains how to use the alphabetical index (p. 127) to 
the morbidity code. Since the two-digit short code consists of the 
first two digits of the detailed code, the same index and coding pro- 
cedure serve to classify the cases according to both codes. It is essen- 
tial to read these pages before attempting to use the index for assign- 
ing morbidity code numbers to specific causes of illness. 

In comparing assignments of diagnosis terms in this morbidity index 
with those in the United States Census index to the International List 
of Causes of Death, it should be remembered that certain indefinite 
terms may have a different meaning when the patient dies from what 
they can be assumed to mean for a nonfatal case. For example, “rheu- _ 
matism” as a cause of death may be assumed to refer to “rheumatic 
fever,” but when reported as a cause of illness “rheumatism” probably 
refers to certain indefinite pains rather than to the specific disease 
called rheumatic fever. Therefore, the assignment of this and other 
indefinite disease names may differ in the death manual and in thjs 
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morbidity manual. However, in the great majority of instances the 
assignments of specific terms are similar in the two manuals, 

Where to look in index for specific terms.—The diagnosis coder 
should look at the place in the alphabet indicated by the disease or 
pathological condition and under this disease name look for the an- 
atomical site and other modifiers. For example, under “tuberculosis” 
appear the various sites with the proper code numbers, but since there 
are so many sites to be covered the reverse indexing is not made. 
Therefore, to find “tuberculosis of the hip,” look under T for “tuber- 
culosis” and not under H for “hip”; to find “stomach ulcer” look under 
U for “ulcer, stomach” and not under S for “stomach ulcer.” This 
principle is carried even to indefinite statements such as “heart dis- 
ease,” which is listed under D as “disease, heart”; and “chest inflamma- 
tion” which is listed under I as “inflammation, chest.” For similar en- 
tries of ill-defined diagnoses by site, see “disease.” In general, the 
anatomical site will follow in the index immediately under the patho- 
logical condition with any further descriptive adjectives in third place; 
however, it was not possible to maintain this rule wthout some ex- 
ceptions. 

Diseases designated by a man’s name are listed under “disease” fol- 
lowed by the name. Thus for “Méniére’s disease,” look under D for 
“disease, Méniére’s” and not under M for the name. Similar situa- 
tions for “syndrome,” “fever,” and words other than disease are listed 
under the word involved but may be listed also under the man’s name. 

Descriptive adjectives which constitute an important part of the 
disease name usually appear in their place in the index also, For 
example, “combined sclerosis, spinal cord” appears under C in that 
form and also under S as “sclerosis, spinal cord, combined,” but not 
under S as “spinal” or C as “cord.” In both of the other instances 
spinal cord appears as an anatomical site under the condition. Terms 
and disease descriptions of this kind with two or more important 
words are usually cross indexed, that is, they appear in the alphabet 
with the words rearranged. For example, rheumatic fever appears 
under R as “rheumatic fever” and under F as “fever, rheumatic.” 
When the modifying word is not a medical term and not an important 
part of the disease name, or when there is doubt about these facts, look 
for the disease or pathological condition, as all terms are listed in this 
way except where there is no single word which constitutes a patho- 
logical condition. Thus in “delayed conduction time, cardiac,” con- 
duction time is not a pathological condition unless it is delayed. For 
the same reason “diminished hearing” is not listed under H but only 
under D as “diminished.” “Waxy kidney” and similar terms are listed 
only as above because the index does not list anatomical sites as first 
words. Usually, however, there is a noun form which represents a 
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pathological condition; thus.to find “malignant neoplasm” look under 
N for “neoplasm” and not under M for “malignant,” and to find 
“fulminant appendicitis” look under A for “appendicitis, fulminant” | 
and not under F for “fulminant.” To find “chronic bronchitis,” look 
under B for “bronchitis, chronic” and not under C for “chronic”; 
similarly for “bronchitis, acute.” “Acute” and “chronic” are omitted 
even as second or later words in the disease name unless the two forms 
of the disease have different code numbers. 

A rather complete set-up for diseases that complicate pregnancy are 
listed under “pregnancy.” <A similarly complete set-up for diseases 
that complicate pregnancy, childbirth, or the puerperium are listed 
under “puerperal.” The same diagnoses are listed by the disease names 
with codes for both puerperal and nonpuerperal forms. Under “con- 
genital” are listed the more common conditions of this kind but others 
appear under the disease name followed by the word “congenital”; in 
general the disease names that are not followed by “congenital” take 
the same code for the congenital and the noncongenital forms. 

A fairly complete list of the different types of acute or current in- 
juries appears under I for “injury.” Throughout the index there are 
terms which refer to “injury” but the place to look for an acute or 
current injury or accident diagnosis is under I for “injury.” Simi- 
larly, for all poisonings look under P for “poisoning” where there is a 
list of drugs, chemicals, and other substances with code numbers for 
each. Old chronic residuals of former injuries and poisonings are 
listed under the name of the residual disease; if the nature of the 
residual condition is unknown, the codes are listed by site under 
“deformity, acquired.” 

While a few explanatory notes as to the differences between certain 
codes that may be confused have been put into the alphabetical part of 
the index, it is impossible to get all such explanations at the proper 
place in the index. Therefore, those who are to use this.code should 
familiarize themselves with the various categories in the classified code 
(pp. 51-126), including notes and references and the general type of 
diseases assigned to each category. 

Abbreviations used in index.—The terms in this index are to be 
understood with only the qualifications listed. That is, the expression 
“not otherwise specified” (abbreviated NOS) is implied in each title 
included; other modifiers may or may not change the code. In some 
instances where it is particularly important that the term as listed 
be considered as exclusive of any other modifying expressions, it is 
followed by the abbreviation “NOS.” This is a warning that any 
other word whatsoever that appears with the diagnosis may change 
the code number. : 
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Abbreviations used in the morbidity code and index are: 


B—bacillus 

Diag.—diagnosed or diagnosis 

Dis.—disease | 

EAA—except as above (refers always to titles under same lead heading) 
EHAB—except as below (refers always to titles under same lead heading) 
NOS—not otherwise specified 

Surg.—surgery or surgical 

Unk.—unknown 


For some of the titles the code number to be used depends upon the 
age of the patient. The following symbols will illustrate the abbrevia- 
tions used in such cases: 


—1 mo.=—Under 1 month. ~~. =715 yr.==Under 15-years. 

1 mo.+=1 month and over. 65 yr.+=65 years and over. 

—1 yr.=Under 1 year. 15 yr.—44 yr.—15 to 44 years, inclusive. 
1 yr.+=1 year and over. 1 yr.—65 yr.=1 to 65 years, inclusive. 


In some places in the code, organs or parts of the body are listed 
either as adjective or noun forms; thus “abdomen” may be read as 
either “abdomen” or “abdominal.” Similarly, “abscess” may be read as 
“abscess” or “abscessed ;” “tuberculosis” may be read as “tuberculosis” 
or “tuberculous.” 

Special use of parentheses—To avoid the necessity of repeated 
listing of certain modifying terms that do not change the code, this 
index makes a special use of parentheses and it is particularly im- 
portant that the coder keep their meaning in mind. Throughout this 
index and the classified section any word that is in parentheses can be 
disregarded; that is, the word can appear as a part of the diagnosis 
term but will make no difference in the code number to be assigned. 
These parentheses are used particularly on “lead headings” under 
which a great many anatomical sites and other modifying terms 
appear. At times two more or less opposite terms may appear in 
parentheses, such as “local” and “general” which would mean that the 
local and general forms take the same code number. 

In some instances where the description of the nature of the illness 
is not complete the parentheses are used to assign a condition to the 
most probable code number; for example, clubfoot should be specified 
as “congenital” or “acquired,” but since the great majority are con- 
genital, the word “congenital” is put in parentheses, which would 
mean that clubfoot of unspecified origin is assumed to be congenital 
and is assigned to the congenital number. On the other title, “club- 
foot, acquired,” the “acquired” is not put in parentheses, which means 
that to assign a clubfoot as acquired it must be so specified. Note 
that the parentheses used in this way have no effect upon the 
assignment if the statement of the diagnosis is complete, and every 
effort should be made to get complete diagnosis statements. 
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Parentheses on “liquid” and “vapor” under poisoning are used in a 
similar way. Nearly every substance has at some temperature and 
pressure a liquid form and at some other temperature and pressure a 
gas form. If at ordinary temperatures and pressures the specified 
poison is a gas, vapor, or fume, the word “vapor” appears in paren- 
theses, which means that this poison is assumed to be a gas if not other- 
wise specified. If the opposite is true, “liquid” or “solid” appears in 
parentheses and the assumption is that the poison is a liquid or solid 
if not otherwise specified. The only poisons which carry these’ two 
possible assignments are those that commonly exist in either gas or 
liquid form. 

Acute and chronic.—Certain words could be put in parentheses 

after a great many diagnosis terms, but they are omitted for obvious 
reasons. For the most part the code numbers do not distinguish be- 
tween acute and chronic forms of a given disease—thus, a case of gall- 
stones may represent an acute attack, an acute flare-up of a more or less 
chronic condition, or a rather continuous chronic situation. Since all 
of these types take the same code number, the words “acute” and 
“chronic” do not appear with “gallstones” in the index. ‘“Acute” and 
“chronic,” however, appear on diagnosis terms for which the code 
number is different for the two forms; thus in bronchitis it is necessary 
to specify “acute” or “chronic” because chronic bronchitis takes a dif- 
ferent code number. In this particular case the word “acute” is in 
parentheses, which means that bronchitis not specified as chronic will 
be coded as acute. 
- In all instances a statement of the duration of the disease should be 
considered as the equivalent of a statement of whether it was acute 
or chronic; thus if the patient has had the disease for 6 months or 
longer, the case would usually be coded as chronic. 

Under poisoning the words “acute” and “chronic” appear on many 
of the names of poison substances because they occur in both the acute 
and chronic forms. In poisoning, however, chronic has a different 
meaning in that it indicates that the poisoning was the effect of con- 
tinued or intermittent exposure to a toxic substance rather than the 
effect of a single dose. 

Current and old.—The words “current” and “old” appear in various 
parts of the index, usually as modifiers of the same title. These words 
appear chiefly on injuries and on disease titles involving two diseases. 
“Current” refers to a new case of a disease or injury, in distinction to 
“old” which refers to chronic residuals of an acute disease or injury. 
Thus “myocarditis due to diphtheria” may refer to an acute case of 
diphtheria with heart complications, or it may refer to heart disease 
which is a residual of a prior diphtheria which is no longer a factor in 
the case. To assign the proper code number it is necessary to know 
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which of these situations existed. The term “current” in the index 
means that the diphtheria was currently present with myocarditis as a 
complication; and “old” means that the heart disease was an old resid- 
ual of a prior case of diphtheria. 

Special use of “except as below” EAB.—To avoid having to list 
unimportant modifiers of diagnostic statements, some disease terms 
are listed as “any site” or as “any type.” As an extension of that 
principle, “except as below” EAB, and “except as above” KAA, are 
used to avoid the listing of unnecessary words and phrases that occur 
as modifiers of the disease term. In such instances the term is listed 
as “any type, EAB,” “any site, EAB,” or in similar ways, and a code 
number assigned ; following or preceding this listing but always under 
the same lead heading are listed any exceptions to the assigned code 
number. Thus there is a listing of: 

Tuberculosis, osseous (bone, any, EAB) 033 
spine or vertebra 032 
In other places, important listings appear below “EAB” even when 
they take the same code number as the one assigned to the term marked 
“EAB”; if all such listings were omitted, codes could be assigned only 
by eliminating the exceptions, but this repetition and modifiers listed 
in parentheses on the lead heading make it possible to find most of 
the important terms actually listed in the index. Thus there is a 
listing of: 
Taboparesis (remission) EAB 063 

juvenile 066 

with Charcot’s joint 063 

with cord bladder 063 

with perforating ulcer 063 

The word “remission” could occur in connection with any of these 
titles and not change the code. 

In listings of the form shown above, all of the words in the first line 
or main heading are read into any subtitle, except that words in 
parentheses can be disregarded. | 

Terms involving two or more diagnoses, including sequelae and com- 
plications.—The present code does not attempt to solve the question of 
“joint causes,” that is, how to code illnesses where two or more causes 
are listed. In general, it is assumed that when the two causes repre- 
sent more or less independent diseases or conditions, they will both be 
coded; similarly, when one disease is a sequela of the other, both will 
be coded. Thus, such statements as “heart disease and cerebral hem- 
orrhage,” “measles and encephalitis,” “whooping cough and pneu- 
monia,” “measles and scarlet fever” would each be assigned two code 
numbers because they are assumed to represent two disease entities 
which should both be counted in a compilation of morbid conditions.

Few such double terms are actually listed in the index; the ones listed 
are to be taken as illustrative only, and the fact that other dual terms 
of the same kind are not listed is not to be taken as indicating that they 
would not be coded in a similar way. 

Another type of dual entry is found more frequently in the index, 
i, e., terms including two disease names which are followed by a single 
code number. For example, “influenza with bronchitis,” “cold with 
pharyngitis,” “arthritis with rheumatism”; each of these dual state- 
ments is assigned a single code number because they are not assumed 
to represent two different disease entities but rather a symptomatic 
description of one entity. In compiling morbidity statistics care must 
be taken that multiple symptoms or sites of the same disease are not 
coded as different diseases. The purpose of including such dual cate- 
gories in the index is to indicate to the coder that they would not get 
two separate code numbers. 

Diseases of several of the female genital organs frequently exist 
simultaneously in the same individual. To code each as a separate 
entity would probably overstate the number of independent diseases; 
to avoid this overstatement a code number has been assigned for cases 
(individuals) having three or more nonvenereal female genital diseases, 
under the title 658—multiple pelvic diseases of the female. 

When various symptoms are mentioned along with a disease that 
would give rise to such symptoms, the disease would be coded as a 
sole cause and the symptoms disregarded. Thus, influenza with sore 
throat, fever, and headache would be coded as influenza only. 

When the only diagnosis available for the case is an ill-defined term 
or indefinite symptom, such term or symptom is coded as the best 
available diagnosis, although the code number would usually classify 
the case as ill-defined or unknown. The following and other similarly 
indefinite terms are never coded if there is any more specific diagnosis 
for the case; thus they would never be coded as contributory diagnoses : 


abdominal pain exhaustion rash 
abdominal trouble faintness rundown condition 
asthenia fatigue senility 
bachache : fever sick headache 
blood disease headache ? sores on body 
cachexia lame back sudden death 
chills loss of weight teething 
convulsions nervous headache temperature - 
cramps old age underweight 
debility overwork vertigo 
dizziness pain in back, leg, side, ete. 

edema weakness 


Some of the common symptom diagnoses have been given separate 
code numbers under a general classification of ill-defined diseases (780- 
789). If the diagnostic terms reported are specific enough to indicate 
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the general nature of the disease it is coded as one of the “other disease” 
categories, such as “other circulatory” or “other respiratory.” It 
should be remembered that these “other” categories are to be read as 
“other and unspecified” diseases of the given system. 

Under a number of terms in the index, such as “arthritis” and “in- 
flammation,” will be found statements like “by,” “due to,” “following,” 
“from,” “post,” and “with.” The general principles used in this index 
for classifying these types of entries may be stated : 

(a) When the diagnostic statement merely indicates the etiology of the disease 
in terms of a specific organism or virus, only one code is assigned. Thus “men- 
ingitis due to the meningococcus” is given only a single code number because only 
one disease entity was present. Similarly “arthritis due to gonococcus” would 
be given only the one code number for “‘gonococcus infection of the joints.” 

(b) When the diagnostic term represents only one disease entity but it is a 
chronic or old result of a disease no longer present, only the current or present 
disease is assigned a code number. Thus, nephritis which resulted from a former 
ease of scarlet fever would be given only the code number for nephritis, but a 
nephritis complicating or immediately following a current or present case of 
scarlet fever would be given both codes. 

(c) When two separate disease entities are present concurrently or if one 
disease entity closely follows another, both conditions are assigned codes. Thus, 
“pneumonia due to or following measles” would be given two codes, but “pneu- 
monia due to pneumococcus” would be given only a single code. 


Generally there will not be coded on one case of illness two diagnoses 
with the same two-digit code; however, if the two diagnoses are dis- 
tinct entities, as will occur among infectious diseases (00-09) and in 
such groups as skin diseases (70-71), both would be coded. If two 
sites of the same disease or type of injury are coded, one should be 
indicated in the supplementary descriptive column (see p. 9) as “8— 
contributory to another disease or injury of the same kind but of a 
different anatomical site.” In counting diseases and injuries, such 
-duplicate cards would be omitted; they would be used only to count 
supplementary sites. 

Injury.—Injuries as coded in numbers 820-899 are acute or current 
injuries exclusive of all birth injuries. Throughout this index there 
are references to “current” and “old” injuries; these terms are used to 
separate injuries that represent illness due to present accidents from 
old deformities and other chronic residuals of former injuries. 

Current injuries are coded according to the nature and site of the 
injury. “Other injury” (current) includes also injuries of unspecified 
nature. Statements of various kinds describing the nature of the 
injury (abrasion, bruise, cut, fracture, laceration, scratch, etc.) are 
listed under the word “injury” and also in their usual place in the 
alphabet (abrasion under A, etc.) with a reference to one of the eight 
types of injury that are included in the code (820-899). Under these 
eight types of injury are found lists of sites together with code num- 
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bers. For example, to find the code for cut of the hand, one finds 
either under “injury, cut” or under “cut” a reference to “injury, 
laceration”; under “injury, laceration,” one finds “hand” with the code 
number 875. 

Some references are made to “injury, other” because of incomplete 
statements of the nature of the injury—one should never code “injury, 
other” if the statement of the nature of the injury places it in one of 
the more specific categories. 

As a rule the nature and site of the acute or current injury repre: 
sents the only diagnosis for the resulting illness. However, important 
disease complications that really represent new entities may develop 
and they are coded in addition to the injury diagnosis; for example, 
tetanus, septicemia, gas gangrene, pneumonia, and such sequelae are 
coded in addition to the nature of the injury, but a mere statement that 
the wound was infected is not so coded. Similarly chronic diseases that 
existed prior to the accident but definitely contributed to the ea 
illness would also be coded. 

For a method of coding two or more types of injuries on the same 

current accident case (such as fracture and laceration) and of coding 
two or more anatomical sites for the same type of injury without 
duplicating the count of accident cases, see Nos, 8 and 9 of the supple- 
mentary single-digit code recommended for a punchcard system, 
page 9. 
- Old deformities and conditions resulting from previous accidents 
are coded according to the nature of the residual disease or deformity 
~ and to some extent according to site. In general, these old posttrau- 
matic conditions of internal organs such as the bladder, stomach, 
liver, or lungs are coded along with diseases of those organs; orthopedic 
deformities such as stiff jomt or amputated limb are coded among 
the diseases of the bones, joints, muscles, and other organs of locomo- 
tion. While this system scatters the old results of trauma throughout 
the code, the use of Nos. 2 and 7 in the recommended supplementary 
column (see p. 9) would make it possible to assemble the whole group 
for such study or consideration as seemed worth while. Insofar as 
the deformities were not indicated as due to old injury, os would 
be coded like those due to disease. 

While there is no hard and fast line between “old” and “current” 
injuries, the records for old deformities and other old results of trauma 
which may be under treatment are generally recognizable as chronic 
conditions ‘and not as immediate results of accidents, although both 
may be direct results of trauma. 

In addition to the code for the nature and site of the acute or 
current injury represented by numbers 820-899, a duplicate code to 
‘describe the circumstances of the accident is provided. ‘This supple- 
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mentary code can be used in one of the fields for contributory diagnoses 
and can be easily distinguished from other codes by the fact that the 
first digit is represented by “V.” This supplementary code” has 
nothing to do with the nature or site of the injury, but tells the circum- 
stances of the accident or violence in such terms as motor vehicle, ma- 
chinery accident, fall, explosion, injury by animal, suicidal attempt, 
homicidal attempt, or war operations. Numbers V40-V99 are unused 
so there is room to expand the code to include more detail on any type 
of accident or violence, such as war casualties. ‘The index for deter- 
mining this supplementary code on circumstances of the accident is 
set up as Appendix III which begins on page 483 at the end of the 
manual. No code numbers beginning with “V” appear in any other 
part of the index. 

If information on the circumstances of the accident is not available 
or not desired, this supplementary code can be dropped. On the 
other hand, if the nature and site of the injury are not available but 
only the circumstances of the accident, this supplementary code can 
be used in place of codes 820-899. If both codes are used, it is im- 
portant that every current accident bear one of the code numbers 
820-899 and also one of the code numbers beginning with “V.” This 
rule should be followed even where the only information available is 
that the patient is sick from an injury, in which case the codes are 899 
and V29.%7_ In the absence of information that the injury was due toa 
suicidal or homicidal attempt it is coded as accidental. 

Deformities and old results of previous injuries are never given 
a supplementary “V” code. 

Poisoning.—Poisonings are coded as acute (800-819) or as chronic 
(270-279, 797). Only a few of the names of specific poison substances 
appear in the general index, and in most cases those are referred 
to “poisoning.” Therefore, look under P for “poisoning” and not 
under the name of the poison substance involved. 

Acute poisoning refers to the effects of the ingestion, injection, or 
inhalation of toxic substances at a given time regardless of the duration 
of the resulting illness. Chronic poisoning refers to the effects of con- 
tinued or intermittent exposure to toxic substances by ingestion, injec- 
tion, or inhalation. A few exceptions occur: alcoholism or poisoning 
by ethyl alcohol is coded 270 whether acute or chronic, and all lead 
poisoning is similarly coded as 274. Poisoning by contact with drugs, 


u“y” as here used refers to the 12th or top position on a punchboard. This supple- 
mentary accident code is really a 2-digit code preceded by this “V’ punch to make it 
easy to recognize and separate these duplicate cards from the others. This “V’ can be 
listed on many tabulating machines but an asterisk or some other symbol can be substituted 
if the machine is not equipped to list ‘“‘V.” 

#2 When duplicate types or sites of injury are coded in the 800-899 code, there may be 


only one “V” code, but every principal injury or 800-899 diagnosis must have a principal 
accident or “‘V”’ diagnosis. 
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chemicals, or plants is coded as 718, dermatitis venenata, or, if so speci- 
fied, as 793, allergy. Poisoning or other injury resulting from x-ray 
or radium is coded as 797 whether acute or chronic and whether it 
refers to a patient, an operator of an x-ray machine, or a handler of 
radium. The only condition not so coded is cancer resulting from 
x-ray or radioactive substances. Chemical burns of external sites are 

coded as injury by burn, but a burn of the esophagus or stomach from. 
swallowing a poison is coded as poisoning. The bite or sting of a 
venomous animal or insect is coded as acute poisoning, 818. 

Old deformities and conditions resulting from former poisonings are 
coded according to the nature of the residual disease or deformity and 
to some extent according to site. For example, an old stricture of the 
esophagus from a former poisoning by some caustic substance would be 
coded with diseases of the esophagus as 519. As in the case of old re- 
sults of trauma, this system scatters the old results of poisoning 
throughout the code, but the use of Nos. 2 and 7 in the recommended 
supplementary column (see p. 9) would make it possible to assemble 
them along with old results of injuries. 

In acute poisonings, as in acute or current injuries, there is a supple- 
mentary code for the circumstances of the poisoning. In the code 
numbers for the poison substance no distinction is made between acci- 
dental, suicidal, or homicidal poisoning or attempts at poisoning. 
However, every acute poisoning case (800-819) should receive also one 
of the supplementary code numbers beginning with “V” as follows: 

V24—Venomous animal or insect 

V28—Therapeutie accident 

V29—Other accidental poisoning 

V31—Suicidal attempt 

V34—Homicidal attempt 

V37—Results of war, civil insurrection, or legal execution 

These “V” code numbers for poisonings are listed at the beginning 
of the code for “poisoning” (p. 381) but if there is doubt as to how to — 
code a given statement, refer to the index to the “V” codes which is set 
up as Appendix IIT which begins on page 483 at the end of the manual. 

Chronic poisoning (270-279, 797) and reactions from contact (718, 
793) are never given a supplementary “V” code; also old results of 
former poisoning are never given a supplementary “V” code. 

As in the case of injuries, the supplementary code can be omitted if 
the data are not available or not desired. On the other hand, if this 
type of information is available and the names of the poison substances 
are not available, the supplementary code can be used instead of the 
poison substance code. If both codes are used, it is important that 
every acute poisoning case (800-819) receive both codes, even when 
there is no information available except that the patient is sick from 
poisoning, in which case the codes are 818 and V29. 
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Deformity, malformation, absence, and amputation.—Many of the 
old deformities resulting from former attacks of acute disease or 
former accidental injury or birth injury are described in sufficient 
detail to give them a fairly definite code within the diseases of the 
organs of locomotion. For example, kyphosis, fracture with non- 
union, and contracted joint can be given codes according to the sites 
.or the types of tissues involved in the deformity even though the 
statement is indefinite. Many of these old chronic conditions, how- 
ever, are even less completely described in such terms as malformation 
of the kidney, deformity of the left leg, and absence of the right hand. 
Obviously the site or part affected must be taken into account in coding 
this type of statement. To avoid a multiplicity of lists of sites with 
code numbers, as many as possible of these indefinite terms have been 
referred to the word “deformity.” Under deformity will be found an 
alphabetical list of sites usually with two code numbers depending 
upon whether the condition was congenital or was acquired through 
some disease or injury, including birth injury. Insofar as possible the 
references are made to indicate whether the congenital or the acquired 
form is to be coded when this fact is included or implied in the diag- 
nostic statement; thus malformations would in general be considered 
as congenital and malformation of the heart would be given a 
congenital number. 

Gatercial absence of an organ or part or an acquired absence 
through a former amputation are referred to “absence” under which 
appears a list of sites usually with two code numbers depending upon 
whether the absence was congenital or was acquired through some 
disease or injury. | 

While these physical defects and deformities, congenital and ac- 
quired, are listed in the index in considerable detail, it is recommended 
that they be coded only when they are the principal or a contributory 
cause of the admission or illness that is under consideration. For ex- 
ample, a patient admitted for appendicitis might have had a leg 
amputated at the time of a prior accident; unless this absence in some 
way complicates the appendicitis or unless the remaining stump is 
inflamed, infected, or in some other way needs treatment, the absent 
leg would not be coded as one of the causes of this particular illness. 
Similarly, a deaf, blind, or color-blind person might be admitted for 
some acute disease and unless the ears or eyes were a factor in the 
case they would not be coded as one of the causes of the illness even 
though they were noted in the record of the examination which the 
individual had when he was admitted. On the other hand, if any such 
defects or deformities were admitted for treatment they would be 
coded as the cause of the admission or illness. It-is to take care of 
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these latter instances that they are set forth in some detail in the 
index to this illness code. 

Neoplasm.—Neoplasms are coded as malignant or benign and by 
the site of the neoplasm, with a few generalized types coded by type 
only. To avoid putting into the index a number of incomplete site 
lists, all words and phrases that mean new growth are referred to 
“neoplasm.” Insofar as the term means a malignant neoplasm, the 
reference is to “neoplasm, malignant”; for example, “carcinoma” ap- 
pears in the index with a reference to “neoplasm, malignant,” and 
“fibroma” appears with a reference to “neoplasm, benign.” Under 
“neoplasm” appears a more or less complete list of sites with a code 
number for each site for benign and another for malignant tumors. 
Unspecified neoplasms are usually coded as benign, so that benign neo- 
plasms really mean those not designated as malignant by giving the 
type of tumor or by actually specifying “malignant.” Cysts of the 
retention type are not coded as neoplasms because they are not con- 
sidered as true new growths; this type of cyst is coded to diseases of 
the organ or site involved. Cysts of a few types that are considered to 
be true neoplasms are referred to “neoplasm.” 

It should be noted that this morbidity code can be used to indicate 
both primary and secondary sites of neoplasms. The code number 
indicates merely neoplasm of a certain site regardless of whether 
it represents a primary site or a metastasis, and the supplementary 
single digit code (see p. 9) can be used to distinguish between primary 
and secondary sites. Thus, the card for the primary site would 
usually be coded as 0 or 1, like any other diagnosis, but the card: 
for a secondary site would be coded as 8 to indicate that it is not a 
complicating disease but a secondary site of the same neoplasm. If 
the primary site is unknown or is no longer involved, as might occur 
in a metastasis from a breast cancer in which the breast had been 
previously removed, the case would be coded 8 to indicate that it 
was not a primary site but was nevertheless the primary diagnosis for 
this illness. 

Surgery and other special procedures.—This code refers to the 
physician’s diagnosis for the illness and makes no attempt to classify 
surgical operations, laboratory findings, or other special procedures. 
However, the names of many surgical operations and laboratory find- 
ings appear in the index because they are sometimes given in lieu of 
a diagnosis. If an operation is done for only one disease (such as 
appendectomy for appendicitis) the code number for that disease 
is assigned to the case. In most instances, however, the same type 
of operation may be done for different diseases, so the entry in the 
index is “code disease for which surgery was done; if unknown 3? 
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assigning a number to be used only if the diagnosis is not given. 
If a disease diagnosis is available to the coder, it should be used in 
preference to the one assigned on the basis of the nature of the surgery, 
unless the diagnosis is unrelated to the surgical operation specified. 
Similar entries appear for laboratory findings but if the diagnosis is 
unknown the assignment is usually to 789—1ill-defined, because labora- 
tory findings seldom indicate a specific diagnosis. 

Other references.—In some other instances where the index is more 
or less complicated, references are made to one set-up, rather than 
repeat the set-up under other terms of more or less identical meaning. 
For example, there are a number of qualifications about the coding 
of “hematoma, brain”; therefore, terms such as “cerebral,” “sub- 
dural,” and others in which the code is the same as brain are referred 
to “hematoma, brain.” Similarly “enlargement” is referred to “hyper- 
trophy” where a complete list of sites appears with code numbers; 
while some sites may be more properly termed “enlargement” and 
others “hypertrophy,” the one complete set of sites suffices because the 
code numbers are the same. : 

Heart disease.—Heart disease is classified according to etiology if 
that information is available. Any heart condition specified as rheu- 
matic (including all affections of the mitral valve) is coded as rheu- 
matic, 360, 365, or 200. Syphilitic heart disease is coded as 061— 
cardiovascular syphilis; hypertensive heart disease is coded as 370 or 
375; arteriosclerotic heart disease is coded as 382. The many-cases 
for which etiology is not available are classified into several other types 
of categories. 

Meningitis —Meningitis due or presumably due to the meningo- 
coccus is coded among the acute infectious diseases as 071; that due 
to the tubercle bacillus is coded as tuberculous meningitis, 030; other 
meningitis of a less specific nature such as frequently complicates ear 
and mastoid infection is coded as 282; old sequelae of former cases 
of meningitis are coded according to the nature of the old results. 

Encephalitis —Acute infectious encephalitis, 082, includes all virus 
diseases affecting specifically the central nervous system except polio- 
myelitis (081) and rabies (099). Because of small frequencies the 
following distinct diseases are all put into this category: (a) ence- 
phalitis, Vienna type, (6) acute encephalitis, St. Louis type, 
(¢) lymphocytic choriomeningitis, (d) aseptic meningitis, (e) ence- 
phalitis due to Western equine virus, (7) encephalitis due to Eastern 
equine virus, (7) other specified types of infectious encephalitis, (/) 
unspecified types of infectious encephalitis. 

Encephalitis complicating acute infectious diseases, head injuries, 
ear and mastoid diseases, and vaccinations is coded as 281. Abscess 
of the brain is coded as 280. The sequelae of former cases of acute

infectious encephalitis are not coded to any of the above categories 
but are coded according to the nature of the condition, usually 339. 

In setting up the index certain incomplete titles are assigned to the 
acute infectious encephalitis (082) category because they probably re- 
fer to these diseases rather than to the bacterial type of encephalitis 
which frequently complicates such diseases as ear and mastoid infec- 
tions (281).. This assignment of incomplete terms such as “encephali- 
tis,” not otherwise specified, to the virus type (082) when it occurs 
without preceding complications is contrary to the International List 
assignment for deaths, but 082 (virus type) is considered the more 
probable disease in morbidity data. 

Puerperal complications——In various places throughout the index, 
diseases appear with the qualifying adjective “puerperal.” Certain 
ailments that occur during pregnancy or within two months after 
abortion, miscarriage, or childbirth are so designated; any case that 
has its onset more than two months after any of these events is as- 
sumed to be nonpuerperal, except diseases of the breast occurring 
during lactation. The majority of the diseases that may occur either 
' as puerperal or nonpuerperal are listed both ways in the index. 

Infants and their illnesses—Many hospitals follow the practice of 
counting every liveborn infant (sick or well) as an admission to the 
hospital. In counting illnesses the well babies would not be counted 
as cases of illness, so the code 998 among the “other enumerated con- 
ditions” has been provided to count al/ liveborn infants, sick or well. 
Illness (fatal and nonfatal) of infants, including prematurity, is 
coded like other cases according to its nature or diagnosis and in 
addition to the 998 code for counting total live births. A stillbirth, 
miscarriage, or abortion is coded as a delivery for the mother but no 
illness record is made for the dead fetus.

V CHRONIC POISONING AND INTOX- 
ICATION 


Chronic poisoning refers to the effects of 
continued or intermittent exposure to toxic 
substances by injection, ingestion, or inha- 
lation.

Note.—Acute poisonings are class- 
ified according to whether they oc- 
cur by inhalation of vapor (includ- 
ing gas, fumes, smoke, and other 
air contaminants), or by ingestion 
or injection of liquids or solids, 
and by the nature of these sub- 
stances. In coding chronic poison- 
ings, no distinction is made be- 
tween gas and other substances. 
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Poisoning—Continued 


Acute poisoning includes the ef- 
fects of a single dosage or expo- 
sure to a toxic substance regard- 
less of the duration of the result- 
ing illness, as contrasted with con- 
tinued or intermittent exposure in 
chronic poisoning. 

Every acute poisoning by injec- 
tion, ingestion, or inhalation is 
classified in two ways: (a) by the 
poison substance involved (800- 
819), and (b) by the circumstances 
of the poisoning (V24, V28-V37), as 
follows: 


V24—venomous animal or insect 
V28—therapeutic accident 
V29—other accidental poisoning 
V31—suicidal attempt 
V34—homicidal attempt 
V37—results of war, civil insur- 
rection, or legal execution 
Every poisoning case with a code 
number which begins with “8” also 
gets one of the above “V” numbers. 
See Appendix III, p. 483, for index 
to “V” code. Chronic poisoning 
(270-279), poisoning by contact 
(718), and chronic residuals of 
former poisonings are never as- 
signed a duplicate “V” code.
